France and Russia
hound themselves to support the Japjanese claims to Shantung and the Pacificocean islands north of the equa]tor at the peace conference and which
make it exceedingly difficult for
France and Britain to comply loyally
with tha request of the United States
for their. support in the Yap Island
controversy.
The first text, dated at Tokio, Japan

February 16, ltflT, is from the British
ambassador to Viscount Motono, the
Japanese foreign minister, and it is at
ionows:

f "With reference to the subject oi
our conversation of the 27th ultimo
when your excellency informed me ol
the desire of the imperial government| to receive assurance that on the oc;casion of the peace conference hi*
Britannic majesty's government will
support the claims of Japan in regard
to the disposal of Germany's rights in
Shantung and possessions in islands
north of the equator. I have the honor
under instructions received from hi*
Britannic majesty's principal secrejtary of state for foreign affairs, to
communicate to your excellency the
following message from his Britannic
majesty's government:

' His majesty's government accede*
j with pleasure to Ihe request of the
Japanese government for assurance
that they will support Japan's claims
in regard to the disposal of Germany'srights in Shantung and possessions in
islands north of the equator on the
occasion of the peace conference, it
being understood that the Japanese
government will in the eventual peacesettlement treat in the same spiritBritain's claims to German islands
south of the equator.'"

\ iKcount MotoDo's Reply.
Viscount Motono's reply, dated Keb;ruary 21. 1S17, after the usual for;inalities. proceeds:
"The Japanese government are deeplyappreciative of the friendly spiritin which your government has given

assurance and are happy tb note it
as fresh proof of the close ties which
unite the two allied powers. 1 takepleasure in stating that the Japanese
government on their part are fullyprepared to support in the same spiritclaims which may be put forward atf hf» pnnfnran/.o K.. V. ! - r*_:»

, .v.u; ins oinaiinir"! majesty's government with regard toGerman possessions in the islandssouth of the equator."
On February 19 Viscount Motono

wrote to the Russian and Frenchambassadors in Tokio as follows:"The imperial government has not
yet formally begun pourparlers withthe entente powers regarding the
peace condition^ they propose to presentto Germany, thinking that suchquestions should be decided in con1cert between Japan and the aforesaid
powers at the moment of the peacenegotiations. Nevertheless, in viewof the recent development of the gen-
eraj »n.uauon ana tne particular arrangementsconcerning the peace negotiations.such as the arrangementregarding tlie disposition of the Bosporus.Constantinople and the Dar:danelles. which have already occurredbetween the interested powers, the
imperial government considers thatthe moment has come for it to expressits desiderata regarding certain1 peace conditions essential to Japan inorder to submit them to the consldera,tion of your government.
"Your government is perfectly in|formed of all the efforts which the

imperial government has made in u
general way to futill its task in the
present war. particularly with a view
to guaranteeing for the future the
peace of eastern Asia and the securityof the empire, for both of which itis absolutely necessary to deprive tiermanyof its bases of political, militaryand economic activity in the far
east. In these conditions the imperialgovernment intends to demand fromthe Herman government in the peacenegotiations the cessation of terri-
tortal rights and special interestswhich Germany held before the warin Shantung- and the islands belongingto it situated north of the equatorin the Pacific ocean."
Japan furthermore "hopes" thatFrance and Russia will assure Japanof their support and adds:
"It goes without saying that the reparationfor the damages caused thelives and property of the Japanese peopleby the unjustifiable attacks of the

enemy as well as other peace conditionswhich might have a character
common to all the entente powers are
ioiany exciuaect rrom the considerationof the present question."

M. Briand. then premier of France,
replied on March 1, promising: France's
support and asking in return active helpin obtaining a rupture of the diplomaticrelations between Germany and
China for the allied governments were
pre-occupied at this time with Russia's
collapse and desired to reinforce the
eastern front against Germany. ViscountMotono acknowledged M. Briand'snote on March 6. and thanked
France for the assurance of support,
promising aid in the Chinese question.
Russian promise of. supnofl was also
given and Japan, under date of March
8, expressed "profound gratitude for the
sentiment which inspired the Russian
government in giving its assent to the
desiderata of the Japanese government."

Finally, on March 23. the Japaneseambassador in Home handed to the
Italian government a note which,'after stating Japan's intentions regardingShantung and the Pacific islijnds.continued:
"Given the present phase of events,

the imperial government cnhKi/«ur«,i
it to tie its iluty to insure at onto the
full support of the British, French
and Russian governments in ease the
foregoing demands should he presentieil to Germany in the peace negotia|tions. In bringing to the knowledge
of the royal Italian government and
the British. French and Russian goviernments the very confidential informationthat arrangements have
lately been concluded between the
imperial government and the British
and French governments regarding
ttie foregoing, the imperial governittn-nt has the firmest conviction that
the royal Italian government, inIspired by the sentiments of friendshipwhich animate both countries,
and in view of the necessity of mutualaid for the triumph of the comImoncause in the present war, will
welcome with satisfaction the conclusionof the aforemen^oned arrangements."

In 110 instance are
additional places to be created, it
was announced. Transfers from
other departments are to be made at
one grade less.

Col. Hubert Work, first assistant
postmaster general, who explained
the reinstatement order, which is in
effect immediately, made plain that
the order is not retroactive, but does
allow review of cases for the past
year.
